Tom Harmon Safe. 
Missing for Month 


In Yangtze Sector 


U. S. 14TH AIR FORCE HEADQUARTERS IN CHINA, 
Nov. 29.—(AP)—Lieutenant Tommy Harmon, fighter pilot of 
Michigan football fame who was reported missing recently, 
is safe, it was announced today. 

Harmon was lost on a dive-bomb- 
ing attack on Kiukiang, a Yangtze 
river port, on October 30, when 
four U. S. Lightning planes were 
shot down in combat with Japan- 
ese Zeros. 

It was the second time that the 
forme: All-America halfback had 
been reported missing. Last April 
a bomber he was piloting was dis- 
abled in a rainstorm over French 
Guiana, and the six-man crew 
bailed out. 

Harmon was saved after slash- 
ing through the jungle until 
met natives who guided him to a 
settlement, and he credited his 
athletic training with helping him 
survive the ordeal. 

Harmon found the bodies of two 
of his mates in the wreckage of 
the charred plane in the jungles 
then. The other three were not 
found. 

Word reached his parents 
Ann Arbor, Mich., April 14 
he was missing, but his mother 
refused to give up hope. 

Early this month, the Harmons 

were notified again that Tommy 
was missing, and his father, Louis 
Harmon, said “they say lightning 
‘mever strikes twice in the same 
place, but it has hit us twice. ] 
i'don’t think he’s fallen 
hands if he landed safeiy.” 
' An order for Harmon's promo 
tion to first lieutenant came 
through the day after he was lost 
in the raid over the Yangtze. 

Harmon was assigned to the 
449th Fighter Squadron in China 
and was credited with bagging 
two Zeros. He was an All-Ameri- 
ca in 1939 and 1940,

Is Arnall’s Aim 


Although he has carried out all 
of the planks of his platform, Gov: 
‘ernor Arnall hopes to complete 
| two more projects before he con- 
|cludes his term and returns to the 
| practice of law in Newnan. 
| The Governor, speaking at a 
banquet of the newly organized 
Fulton County Service Improve- 
ment Association at the Athletic 
Club last night, said that his ad- 
ministration not only would pay 
the state out of debt, but would 
leave its treasury with a surplus 
and would reduce taxes. 


The other project is revision of 
the state constitution to eliminate 
archaic portions such as_ those 
which define senatorial districts, 
provide that only certain cities 
shal] have zoning commissions, or 
say that the state cannot spend 
tax money to advertise the state. 


“The new constitution will not 
'be radical,” he said. “It will be 
|a revision of the present one. Our 
| purpose if to simplify the docu- 
ment by taking out extraneous 
| matter.” 


He declared that he wished the 
new constitution to provide for a 
merit system and for an agricul- 
tural commission that would ac- 
tually see that new industries 
were built up in the state to the 
end that poverty be reduced and 
that more money be available for 
raising living and _ educational 
standards. 

Speaking humorously of the 
problems of a Governor, Arnall 
said that in the past a third of 
the Governor’s time was taken up 
with listening to delegations seek- 
ing pardons for criminals. 


“I know our new system is 
working,” he added, “because 
since there is now no hope of 
executive clemency, the prisoners 
have been taking matters into 
their own hands and escaping.” 

Owing to better times, the Gov- 
'ernor stated that there is less 
| patronage pressure on his office 
,}and that the extra time enabled 
him to give more study to the 
' problems of the state.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—(4)— 
Secretary of State Hull took some 
of the wind out of the latest bunch 
of ballooning peace rumors today 
with a sharp warning that “most 
of the time” such reports are put) 
out to impair Allied prosecution | 
of the war. | 

Hull did not say specifically 
what sources spread the peace | 
talk, but it seems clear that he 
had Nazi propagandists in mind. 
The intention, he told his press 
conference, is to build up over- 
confidence among the Allies in 
the hope that their victorious at- 
tacks on Germany will be re 
laxed. 

A short time before he spoke a 
news dispatch from Stockholm 
quoted a Svenska Dagbladet ac-| 
count of a story in the Swiss news 
paper La Suisse to the effect that) 
Germany had made a new peace | 


proposal for submission to Prime | 


Minister Churchill, President 
Roosevelt and Premier Stalin. 

This was but one of the latest 
in a series of stories, originating 
chiefly in Europe’s neutral capi- 
tals. One from Switzerland of- 
fered an unconfirmed report that 
Pope Pius XII had undertaken, to 
mediate an end to the war. 

Hull was asked whether he had 
any information “that would sup- 


move is afoot through the Vati- 
can or other channels.” 

Permitting direct quotation, he 
gave this reply: 

“I think I would be safe in au- 
thorizing you to quote me entire- 
ly in the negative about such ru- 
mors at every day’s conference un 
tily I notify you to the contrary.

“Experience ! as shown that a soldier’s mail 
from home is almost as important as his dally 
rations.” said First Lieutenant Raymond Davey, 
former employe of the general post office in 
New York city, now postmaster for the United 
States armed forces in England and chief ot 
a large staff of assistants, most of whom were 
‘postal employes in various sections of the 
United States before entering the service. 

Davey stated the mail service had enough 
troubles while the unit is based in, England 
and in a‘relative static position, but when the 
tanks begin to roll, their headaches will really 
begin. When the armored unit-goes into action 
the staff will set up its headquarters at the 
rail head or truck head, as they have done 
when on maneuvers, and pass up the mail 
matter no matter how hot the battle gets. 

“During the campaign in Tunisia they pass- 
ed up the letters along with rations and the 
troops got their mail in the front lines in 
record time. We expect to do the same thing 
when we invade the continent,” Davey said. 

The Army post office performs all the func- 
tions of a normal civilian post office, selling 
money orders, maintaining a directory service, 
investigating claims of losses and many other 
items. In additior the staff has to put up 
with a continuous stream of criticism from 
soldiers who are sure their girl friends, their 
families and acquaintances must have written. 
The “grousing” is done by everyone from pri- 
vates to generals. 

“They think they should get at least one 
jetter every day, even if they should chance to 
receive several in one delivery,” Davey said, 
“and @ they miss out for a week, they say 
the service ‘stinks.’”’

‘Women and Service 

For various reasons, the draft call for 
January for the United States Army will be 
at least twice as large as had been expected. 
It is unnecessary to give all the reasons for 
this larger call, amounting to about 300,000 
men for that month for Army and Navy com- 
bined. 

However, there is one reason which should 
be taken to heart by the women of the nation. 
That is the disappointingly low figure in WAC 
enlistments. The Army has found the per- 
formance of its women soldiers thoroughly sat- 
isfactory in the tasks given them and would 
gladly use several hundred thousand, if the 
women would volunteer. But total enlistments 
to date have only been about 60,000. 

If the several hundred thousand WACs the 
Army would use were available that would re- 
lease a like number of men for combat duty. 
But the women just haven’t volunteered, with 
the result the Army manpower must be made 
up through the draft, in January alone, of 
300,000. Which will include a lot of fathers 
and heads of families who otherwise could 
have continued working to support their de- 
pendants.

Japanese government for further exchanges. 

Secretary Hul’ stated it was the desire of 
the United States to make arrangements for 
an exchange port which will reduce the time 
during which shipping would be employed in 
effecting the exchanges, and that the negotia- 
tions would be developed as rapidly as possible 
without jeopardizing our chances of bringing 
them to a successful conclusion. 

Exchanging 15,000 interned Japanese would 
make but a small decrease in the number 
of Nipponese in the United States, but that 
number could be. confined to the known 
troublesome persons, most of whom are known 
to officials in charge of internees. Available 
information indicates shortages of food, cloth- 
ing and medical supplies among civilians in- 
terned by the Japanese are becoming acute, 
and it would appear sensible for the Nips to 
exchange this group,of individuals for whose 
welfare they are morally responsible, and who 
have become a burden, for a like number of 
Japanese. 

Secretary Hull’s suggestion of a new port of 
exchange should meet with Japanese approval. 
It is to be hoped the two nations can agree 
upon some island in the mid-Pacific, where 
vessels of the two nations may meet and make 
the exchange, thus eliminating the long voyage 
via the tip of Africa to a port in the Indian 


Ocean. 


At this writing, a rebellious congress was 
plainly on its way, and it will be interesting 
and probably expensive to see where.

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WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
PLANNING AIR RAIDS WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Few peo- 


ple outside of the armed services re- 
alize the tremendous amount of organization detail and planning 
that goes into the mass air raids of the kind that have been con- 
ducted against Berlin lately. 
wonder is not that they aren't conducted more often, but 
that they come along as frequently as they do, 
An amazing amount of effort, timing and prep 
aration goes into each raid. It represents pre 
cision warfare at its best. 

While the actual raid may involve only a few 
hours of flying, measured in the time required 
to fly to the target and return, back of each 
mission lies days of planning and preparation— 
organization of the most tedious sort. 

Members of the National Press Club in Wash- 
ington were recently treated to a graphic dis- 
sertation on the intricacies of bomber missions 
as. they are sent out by British and American 
air forces in England. The lecture, if it may 
be called that, was delivered by Wing Commander 
Guy Penrose Gibson, of the RAF, a 25-year-old 

veteran of some 85 raids over Germany and the leader of the British 
force which successfully blasted the Emden and other vitally im- 
portant power dams in the Ruhr area. 


THE AREA COVERED To get a proper conception of what 


the flight of a thousand bombers on a 
common mission means, it is necessary to visualize @ rectangular 
area of about eight miles long, four miles wide and several thot 
sand feet deep, filled with planes, all spaced at regular intervals 
to insure safety. 

In this sort of formation the flight to the target is made. Once 
the formation is completed, usually at a rendezvous over the Eng- 
lish channel, no individual plane or squadron is permitted to de 
viate from a set course as to speed and altitude—unless, of course, 
one is crippled and forced to turn back. 

The thousand planes themselves may have taken off from scores 
of different airports, joining up with the main force en route. Each 
squadron knows its assigned place in the formation, the precise 
altitude and position it is to fly. 


JOB OF PATHFINDERS Preceding the great formation are 


small squadrons of what are known 

as pathfinders. They usually reach the target about 15 minutes 
ahead of the main body of bombers. Equipped with radar and 
all other necessary scientific instruments, it is the duty of the path- 
finders to locate the target and mark it off with varicolored flare 
bombs. o 

The British, of course, do most of their strategic bombing at 
night, which makes it all the more necessary for pathfinders to go 
ahead and mark off the target. Earlier in the war, before the 
present system was, perfected, the Germans threw some bomber 
missions off by building up decoy paper cities a few miles away 
from the target. These were set on fire after the first wave of 
planes passed over, causing those that followed to waste their bombs 
on the decoy. 

With the fuller use of radar, however, such tricks as this are no 
longer possible. 


INVULNERABLE TO ATTACK While the great formations 

are in flight to the target 
they present an armed force that is almost invulnerable to attack 
by enemy interceptor planes. No enemy fighter dares get inside the 
formation for the reason that the heavy bombers, all adequately 
armed, are so spaced it is possible to train the guns of 20 or more 
ships on any intruder. Consequently, the fighters have to confine 
their attacks to planes on the fringe of the formation. 

The Germans themselves recently revealed the Americans have 
devised a means for defeating such attacks. According to Berlin 
accounts, we have taken some of our great Flying Fortresses, 
stripped them of all bombs and bomb-carrying equipment, and 
armed them to the teeth with powerful guns. What they are, in 
fact, is quite a different thing from the original conception. They 
have been made into super-fighters, with a fire power so great a 
dozen fighters dare not come within range. 

After reaching the target, the great thousand-plane formations 
make the run over the marked-off area and then beat it home, 


every man to himself. 
WHEN PLANS WENT WRONG Wing Commander Gibson 
told of some of the disasters 
which the British met before perfecting the system that is used 
today. One night in a heavy raid on Bremen, he-said, the main 
formation of bombers reached the target to find the pathfinders had 
not arrived. Something had gone wrong in the scheduling. The 
bombers were compelled to circle around in the area until the path- 
finders reached the scene and dropped their flares. 

In the ensuing confusion of several hundred planes circling 
around in the darkness, the British lost some 30-odd ships through 
collision. Gibson himself, sensing the danger, brought his plane 
down to an altitude of only 100 feet or more, seeking to avoid run- 
ning into those above. From that position he counted a number

“Merchandise is almost impossi- 
ble to obtain, and prices are sky 
high. A ball of string—the kind 
a kid would buy to fly a kite— 
costs $8 American money. Multi- 
ply that by 20 and you get the 
price in China dollars. 

“Christmas cards are a dollar 
each, U. S. Money. Four of us 
had a fairly simple dinner at a 
restaurant the other night and the 
bill was $1,112.05 in Chinese dol- 
lars. Steaks $110 CN each, roast 
chicken $128 CN, a bottle of port 
wine $300 CN and tea was $25 
CN a cup. I am sending you a 
dollar bill in CN as a souvenir. It’s 
pretty, but it won’t buy anything. 

“We figure the rate of exchange 
here as follows: One dollar U. 
S. is worth 19.512951 CN, or one 
China dollar is worth .05125 U. S. 
U. S. money. However, these fig- 
ture entirely because there is a 
black market operating that pays 
from $75 to $90 in Chinese money 
for one VU. S. dollar. In rupees 
the U.S. dollar is worth 3.3044 Rs, 
or one rupee is worth .302627 U.

And down went the Irish of 
Notre Dame, 14 to 19, in the last 
30 seconds of their last game of 
the season, before the not-to-be- 
refused Great Lakes Naval Train- 
ing school, 

That was an upset, one of the 
few real upsets of the season, ac- 
cording to statistics and not hys- 
teria. Yet, there probably had 
been some wise nodding and de- 
ceptive tears for several weeks by 
Coach Lieutenant Paul (“Tony’’) 
Hinkle, of Great Lakes, and their 
followers. Lots of them at Great 
Lakes “just knew” they were sav- 
ing up for this one. 

Last week, the Williamson Sys- 
tem went down on six games out 
of 48, for a batting average of 
87.1 per cent correct, win-lose-or- 
tie. 

The Williamson system thus set 
up the all-time high to date for 
anybody’s predicting on all the 
collegiate football games in a 
season. The regular season's Wil- 
liamson record, this 1943, turned 
out to be: 731 divided by 825, or 
88.6 per cent correct on a win-or- 
lose basis or 839 scores reported, 
94 upsets, 14 upsetting ties. 

The Williamson system gives 
Coach Leahy’s great Notre Dame 
aggregation of this season the 1943 
national football championship, re- 
gardiess of their tail-ender set- 
back. The only way we can be 
wrong there is for Washington to 
run up a stupendous score differ- 
ence in the Rose Bowl game over 
Southern California or for Tulsa 
to do likewise by a greater margin 
over Georgia Tech in the Sugar 
Bowl than the Irish did earlier in 
the season. Neither supposition 
seems likely. 

The system also advocates most 
consistently that the Iowa Sea- 
hawks won the service champion- 
ship of this gridiron season, After 
all, Great Lakes can’t be rated 
consistently over Purdue and 
Northwestern, to whom they lost 
decisively.

He ‘said he thought the 1940 act 
did create such a mandate and, as 
an advocate of equal rail rates for 
all sections of the nation, asked to 
take pari in arguments in the 
“Southern Governors’ class rate 
case, seeking the removal of inter- 
regional freight rate discrimina 
tions.” 

“The question can only be an 
swered by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission through con- 
crete action,” Stewart declared in 
a statement. “The case to which 
I have referred affords them an 
opportunity to give their interpre. 
tation of the meaning of the 
amendments to the interstate com- 
merce act, embodied in the 1940 
act.” 

The senator, spokesman for a 
congressional group seeking rate 
equality, said the intention of con- 
gress in passing the 1940 act is

With Tanks, Planes 


SOUTHWEST PACIFIC 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 


Tuesday, Nov. 30.—(AP)—Australian troops are closing in 
on Bonga, Japanese stroing point northeast of recently tap- 
tured Sattelberg, General MacArthur announced today. 


The Australians, who captured | 


Sattelberg November 26, were sup- 
ported in the new drive by tanks 
and bombers. 

Farther up the coast of New 
Guinea, Allied bombers dropped 
94 tons of bombs in the Wewak 
area. Large fires were started. 
There was no interception. 


Destroyer Damaged. 


Wewak is the major Japanese 
air base in Dutch New Guinea. Off 
the north coast of New Britain, 
Liberator bombers attacked two 
destroyers and a freighter, the 
communique announced. One of 
the destroyers was damaged. 

Torpedo and dive bombers from 
Admiral! William F. Halsey’s south 
Pacific command hurled 68 tons of 
bombs on three airdromes on Bou- 
gainville island—Mosigetta, Mara- 
waka, and Mutipina. 

Heavy damage resulted, the com- 
munique said. 

Fighter patrols attacked’ the 
Japanese seaplane base at Kieta 
on the east coast of Bougainville, 
starting fires in the town. They 
also strafed six barges along the 
coast. 

Installations Strafed. 

‘Reconnaissance planes bombed 
and strafed other Bougainville is- 
land installations, while escorted 
medium bombers attacked the 
Buka airdrome, dropping 34 tons 
of bombs. Bonis airstrip was 
pounded by Liberators. 

Australian troops moved 
slowly on Bonga from the south, 
medium bombers winged ahead, 
hammering enemy positions on

Basing its report on official Ger- 
man announcements, eyewitness 
accounts and refugee government 
pipelines, the committee declared 
“in some occupied countries wom- 
en are treated worse than cattle.” 

Luxembourg “Recruits.” 

Germans, recruiting Qirls in 
Luxembourg, were frank in their 
intentions, the booklet set forth. 
Gauleiter Gustav Simon told them, 
“Luxembourg girls will be able to 
go to Germany to work six months 
for the Fuehrer and will be proud 
to return as German mothers.” 

The authorities urged German 
occupation troops in the Nether- 
lands to force their attentions on 
girls, with the German govern- 
ment promising to pay the ° ex- 
penses of any illegitimate children, 
the committee said. 

In Greece, the Germans ordered 
the mayor of Piraeus to establish 
a brothel for the troops and to fill 
it with “girls of good standing.” 
The committee commented that it 
was not known whether the order 
was carried out. 

The booklet asserted Italians 
were less systematic in their ex- 
ploitation of women. They took 
advantage of the starvation in

Back in 1941, when the defense 
plants opened up full blast, we 
bought 10 per cent more meat, fish 
and poultry; 15 per cent more cit- 
rus fruits and tomatoes; consider- 
ably more milk and butter and 
other fats, and moderately more 
eggs. vegetables and fruits other 
than citrus. More people had more 
money and they ate better. 


Adding these foods to the menus 
made an appreciable improvement 
in our nutritional status. During 
the depression, as a whole, the 
people couldn’t afford to eat well 
and there were huge “food sur- 
pluses.” ‘You may not like the ra- 
tioning we have now, but it comes 
a great deal closer to giving 
everyone an equal chance at good 
nutrition. 


Rationing hits the choice foods, 
but we will keep on having a vari- 
ety of food. Be fair. Don’t try 
to get more than your share, or 
someone else will get too little. 
Use your stamps for all rationed 
foods and be on guard against 
what Uncle Sam brands as the 
gray market. You are dealing in 
it when you have meat out in a 
restaurant and save up on stamps 
to skip the meatless days. And 
you are in the black market when 
you go higher than the ceiling 
prices.

“STUFFED-UP” NOSE? 
Feel like you 
CAN'T BREATHE? 


NEW YORK, Sunday.—The United Seamen's 
Service has started on a rather interesting ven- 
ture. They are trying to put a game chest 
aboard every Merchant Marine vessel. The Lib- 
erty ships, the oil tankers, the transport ships, 
would each have one of these chests, containing 
decks of cards, cribbage boards, chess and 
checkersets, dominoes, puzzles, quiz books and 
many other entertaining games. ; 

These seamen are aboard ship sometimes for months on end; 
frequently they make port in out-of-the-way places where they are 
even allowed to go ashore. You can well understand that these 
game chests will be in constant use. They are made more interest- 
ing to the men by the fact that the public is providing them. Men 
with home workshops are being asked to make the chests; men, 


women and children everywhere are being requested to provide 
what goes inside them. 

It has been suggested that communities all over this country 
participate in this project. If they want full directions they can 
write to United Seamen’s Service, 437 Market street, San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., and get the details. If, by chance, there should be more 
chests than there are ships at any time, they will be put aboard 
outgoing vessels with instructions to leave them with soldiers, sail- 
ors and Marines defending far-away outposts which are rarely in 
the news. 

I think it would be rather thrilling if a village or town put 
together a chest and then wrote a letter to the men who would 
finally use it.. It should be inside the top so that it would not be 
lost, and should tell stories about the people who had given or made 
the inclosed games. The letter might relate how the chest had been 
packed, who made it, and any little interesting items, such as 
whether any men from the neighborhood had gone into the Mer- 
chant Marine. 

Village or town officials could sign the letter. Then, in some 
distant port or on some long voyage, seamen might occasionally 
be moved to write a line in return. This could be published in the 
local paper.

LONDON, Nov. 29.—(4)—Cap- 
tain Walker M. Mahurin, of Fort 
Wayne, Ind., the leading American 
ace in the European theater of op- 
er. tions, bagged another German 
plane today while escorting Flying 
Fortresses to Bremen—bringing 
his total to 12.

Life sentence of Floyd Wood- 
ward, ex-bunco king of Atlanta re- 
cently convicted of the 1919 mur- 
der of Ed Mills, has been upheld 
by the Georgia supreme court. 

The court yesterday overruled 
Woodward’s motion for a new 
trial from the Fulton’ criminal 
court. 

In its decision, in which al] jus- 
tices concurred, the court said 
Woodward had sufficient time to 
prepare a defense. It ruled that 
testimony of two women, Mrs. 
Ruth Weaver Gobel (ex-Mrs. 
Woodward) and a Mrs. Anthony, 
which at the trial was less favor- 
able to Woodward than statements 
they gave shortly after the slay- 
ing, was admissable when it was 
indicated Woodward tried to sup- 
press their early testimony 
through gifts. 

The court also held that evi- 
dence relating to Woodward’s 
bunco operations were admissable 
when it tended to establish a mo- 
tive for the slaying. The state 
contended Mills was slain after he 
threatened to expose Woodward, 
a partner in the bunco operations. 

Woodward said he shot Mills in 
self-defense. He attempted suicide 
in Fulton ate. yan ae

In a sharply critical letter to 
Dewey, Biddle said that “state- 
ments and implications in your 
public announcements that we 
(the Justice Department) = are 
openly resisting your efforts to 
have Buchalter’s death 
executed are totally 
ranted.

Dewey deferred the executions 
of Buchalter and two associates 
in Murder, Inc., for a third time 
on November 20, shortly before 
leaving for a Georgia vacation 
from which he has not yet re- 
turned to Albany. In his ab- 
sence, the Governor's office had 
no comment today.
